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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Appeal Brief 

1 . In view of the Appeal Brief filed on 04 April 2006, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY 
REOPENED. A new ground of rejection set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the 
following two options: 

(1 ) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action is non-final) or a reply 
under 37 CFR 1 .1 13 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) request reinstatement of the appeal. 

If reinstatement of the appeal is requested, such request must be accompanied 
by a supplemental appeal brief, but no new amendments, affidavits (37 CFR 1.130. 
1.131 or 1.132) or other evidence are permitted. See 37 CFR 1.193(b)(2). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. Claims 12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The language of the claim raises a question as 
to whether the claim is directed merely to an environment or machine which would 
result in a practical application producing a concrete, useful, and tangible result to form 
the basis of statutory subject matter under 35 U.S.C 101 . 

The Interim Guidelines for Examination of Patent Applications states as follows: 
Computer-Related Nonstatutory Subject Matter 
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Descriptive material can be characterized as either 'functional descriptive material" 
or "nonfunctional descriptive material." In this context, 'functional descriptive material" 
consists of data structures and computer programs which impart functionality when 
employed as a computer component. (The definition of "data stmcture" is "a physical or 
logical relationship among data elements, designed to support specific data 
manipulation functions." The New IEEE Standard Dictionary of Electrical and 
Electronics Terms 308 (5th ed. 1993).) "Nonfunctional descriptive material" includes but 
is not limited to music, literary works and a compilation or mere arrangement of data. 

Both types of "descriptive material" are nonstatutory when claimed as descriptive 
material per se. Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1360, 31 USPQ2d at 1759. When functional 
descriptive material is recorded on some computer-readable medium it becomes 
structurally and functionally interrelated to the medium and will be statutory in most 
cases since use of technology permits the function of the descriptive material to be 
realized. Compare In re Lowry, 32 F.3d 1579, 1583-84. 32 USPQ2d 1031, 1035 (Fed. 
Cir. 1994) (claim to data structure stored on a computer readable medium that 
increases computer efficiency held statutory) and Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1360-61 , 31 
USPQ2d at 1759 (claim to computer having a specific data structure stored in memory 
held statutory product-by-process claim) with Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1361, 31 
USPQ2d at 1760 (claim to a data structure per se held nonstatutory). 

3. The limitations of claim 12 appear to claim a data structure, however, it does not 
meet the IEEE definition of a data structure and does not combine with an appropriate 
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physical article or object which enables the data structure to act as a computer 
component and realize its functionality in order to provide a concrete, useful, and 
tangible result. Claim 12 is merely an arrangement of nodes without providing any 
tangible result as required under 35 U.S.C 101. As a result, claims 12-20 are not 
statutory. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

5. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 19 recites "... each search node includes at least one module of at least 
one search PROCESSOR CHIP adapted for parallel handling of a plurality of search 
queries." 

Claim 19 depends on claim 12. Claim 19 recites: the node includes at least one 
module of at least one processor chip . If the module (and thus the node) is hardware 
then that would mean there is hardware "arranged in a table". That does not appear to 
make logical sense. One would think that to be arranged in a table, something would 
need to be software. Please clarify.
